Work On Last Two Miles Be­ 
gins; Oiling Program For 
Year Gets Under Way. 


Work of building the last two miles 
c*f road between Gardners and Ida­ 
ville was started today by the con­ 
tractor in charge of the work, and it 
estimated that this stretch will be 
completed by June I, provided bad 
weather does not delay the work. 
The contractors put a large force 
of men to work today grading off the 
stretch and the work of laying the 
concrete will start this week.
